Keitsma's wife, Susan Keitsma, 
said the Reiesmas want to do 
something about tlie odor, now 
Uini they are aware of liie prob- 
lem. 

The odors may lx.- coming from 
waste ponds that may not he 
working as they were meant to, 
Sus.'in.Kclt.'tma said. 

When the cow manure is bro- 
ken down wiehoiic oxygen, the 
process generates strong odors. 
Tliat is not how the ponds were 
meant to function, she said. 

Tile Keiistnus have hired a con- 
stdiant with Enz-A-Bac, a compa- 
ny owned in part hy Keitsma, 
Tliey want the dairy to lie a state- 
of-the-art. gtMid-neiglibor facility, 
she said. 

Tlie odor problem may be com- .

"Lucky Lucan" has not -been 
seen since the night of Nov. 7, 
1974, when Sandra Kivett was

ough of Belgravia, 

Lucan's wife, Veronica, Lady 
Lucan, titis hit in die head rc|)eac- 
ediy when she ran downstairs to 
invu.stigiite. Scodiuul Yard believes 
Lucan intondctl to murder his wife 
- his marriage has been 
described as “grimly unhappy" - 
:md killed the nanny by mistake. 

At least 70 Lucan "siglitings" 
have been reported since his dis- 
appearance, but their credibility 
is hampered by occasionally 
requiring his simultaneous pres- 
ence in such far-flung places as 
Mcli)oume andjohannesburg. 
Some conspiracy theorists .spec- 
ulated that he might he templed 


to sneak an up-close peck at his 
dauglttcr’s London wedding last 
year, but even the most avid 
watchers failed to spot liim. 

Hic wedding invitation already 
had attracted its own attention, 
archly describing the bride us it 
did as "Camilla, younger daugh- 
ter of the 7th Earl of Lucan, 
wheresoever, and the Countess of 
Lucan.” 

At the time, retired Detective 
Chief Inspector David Gcrring, 
who worked nn die co.se, stiid he 
was sure Lucan remained alive. 
Thu earl, ho imagined, was living 
“a colonial life.style in on obscure 
world with his plastic surgery and 
his bottle of whiskey.” 

Lady Lucan, however, has long 
held that her husband i.s dead. 

"1 hope that will put an end to 
it," she .said to the Times of the 
Hi^i Court ruling.

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Meeting turns symbolism into substance 


W liiit took ihum so 
long niid why 
was ii Md White, 
the gay activist 
minister, who 
took Uic initiative with noted 
gay-rights opponent. Rev. Jerry 
Falwcll, and not the other way 
around? No matter. This was an 
important meeting that ougtn to 
extend beyond symbolism into 
substance. 

Falwell and White, who used 
to work for liim (as I once did), 
igrecd tliat there has been too 
much hateful rhetoric from both 
sides, and there is a crying need 
to tone it down. Time magazine 
noted the financial benefits that 
have come from blasting gays: 
“Falwell has used language 
harshly to frigliten millions of 
dollars from donors. Lust week- 
end Falwell apologized for such 
statements.” 

Wliite and Falwell, especially, 
deserve credit for speaking and 
acting biblically. Those you wi.sh 
convert you must first love. It is 
impossible for a preacher of the 
Gospel to intimate that Jesus 
died only for heterosexuals iind 
that somehow God has cate- 
gories of people He loves (or 
hates) more than.others. 

' Falwell spoke of his concern 
for recent violence and hate 
speech directed at Christians, 
including the Fort Worth church 
shooting and the Columbine 
High Sdiool massacre. Rather 
than separating these act.s from 
the violence perpetrated against 
people because of their sexual 
behavior, Falwell linked them. 

Ho wa.s correct to do so. “It is 
wrong to hate iiomo.scxuals; and 



those who lift a violent hand 
against them invite the wrath of 
God upon themselves,” said 
Falwell. “Reciprocally, it is 
wrong for homosexuals to hale 
Christians or others who believe 
homosexuality to Ih* a sin. It is 
doubly shameful to aim violent 
and destructive actioics at these 
believers." Amen! 

Falwell's remarks should be 
read in their entirety. They are 
dose in spirit and tone to what 
he has .stiid in the pa.st concern- 
ing his former views about race. 
Long ago he publidy repented 
for his formerly racist attitudc.s, 
which were sliapcd by the region 
in which he was brought up. And 
while neither he nor I would link 
race with behavior, Falwell was 
right in his turnaround on nice 
and he is riglit in his attitude 
adjustment concerning homo- 
sexuality: “Animo.sity between 
people who are different is a 
deeply human tendency. 
Unchecked; this natural aver- 
sion can dc(^de to haired and 
violence. It is perhaps the most 
visible evil of modem limes.” 
And then Falwell went the 
extra mile: “We can restrain and 
reverse this haired througli 
greater contact, a commitment 
to understanding, a check on our 
own pride and, ultimately, by 
God’s grace .... God doc.s not con- 
done our sin. But He docs readi 


out to us with His love, not 
where we ouglit to be but tvhcrc 
we arc.” 

That is the language of heal- 
ing. That is the language of rec- 
onciliation. Tliat Ls the altitude 
of Jesus who dined with the 
despised and rejected of His 
time, not in order to condone 
their sin but to save tliem front 
it. 

Few arc attracted to the 
Gospel through condemnation. 
Many come because someone . 
took the time to love them first, 
to build a rclaiionsliip, so tlicn 
they are ready to hear the moti- 
vation for that love. 

Falwcll demonstrated a level 
of humility not often seen in 
political and theological dis- 
course thc.se days, especially 
when he noted that while there 
were 200 gay activists in the 
meeting and 200 people who 
share Ids point of view about 
homosexuality, “Tlicrc aren't 
200 sinners in this room, there 
arc 400." Now there’s a real the- 
ology of inclusion. 

In meeting with While and his 
friends, Falwcil did more to 
advance the cause of redemp- 
tion in which he believes titan 
the sum total of all his political 
activism. Let's hope this is a ' ' 

beginning, not a one shot. After 
all, as he quoted Anglican (I) 
pastor John Stott: “If homosexu- 
als cannot be loved in the 
diurdi, where are they to go for 
whut only the dturcli can offer?" 

The twain have met. Wlio says 
God doesn’t perform mirades?

Showing the form that 
curned him five Cy Young 
Awards and 247 wins in 16 sea- 
sons, Clemens shut out Atlanta 
into tile eighth to ouiducl John 
Smoltz.

MINA, S.D. (AP) - A valve in 
the cahin-pressurkatinn system 
was replaced two days before 
Payne Stewart's jet slammed 
into a South Dakota pasture, llie 
chief Rovernment investiRutor 
said Wednesday. 

Government officials have said 
one possible e.vpianation for tlie 
crash is that the Learjet lost 
cabin jire-ssure soon after takinR 
off from Florida, causiiiR every- 
one aboard to die or lose con- 
sciousness. 

For four hours on Monday, the 
jet flew I, -too miles across the 
Country, apparently on autopilot, 
before runninR out of fuel and 
spiraliiiR nose-first into a sopey 
field, 

Bob Benzon of the National 
Transportation Safely Board said 
investiRators learned that a 
device called the left-hand modu- 
lator valve, which takes heated 
air from the enRine and runs it 
throuRfi the air-conditioning sys- 
tem to pre.ssurize the cabin, was 
changed on the plane Saturday. 

If the left-hand v.ilve hailed, 
the one on the right engine 
should have fed sufficient air 
into the cabin, he said, , . 

Benzon .said he doesn't know 
why the vtilve was replaced and 
whetlier such a piece has ever 
been a factor in a crash. 

"The fact it was changed 
doesn't really mean anything 
right now, but it’s something 
we’re looking into,” he .said, 
speaking at the crash site. 

Investigators on Wednesday 
had removed about a quarter of 
the jet from the lO-foot crater, 
and found human remains, 
engines, golf clubs and oxygen 
masks for the pas.scngers. 

Benzon said investigators want 
to determine whether the masks 
had dropped from the ceiling as. 


they are designed to do during a 
loss of cabin pressure. Tile piloi.s' 
oxygen masks had not been 
found. 

Crews expected to find the 
cockpit voice recorder soon 
because it was kept in llie 
plane’.s tail, .which was being 
taken from the hole Wednesday. 
• The jet had no flight data 
recorder that could provide 
meclumical infonnnijoii. 

The cockpit voice recorder has 
a 30-minute loop that usually 
records over itself. Officials do 
not expect to hear anything 
about what liappened when 
radio contact was lost Iiecause 
that came hours before the 
crash. 

But the voice recorder could 
have picked up sounds at tiie end 
of the flight that could tell a lot 
about what was happening in the 
plane, Benzon said. 

Stewart, -12, was one of the 
world's most recognized golfers, 
known for wearing knickers and 
a tam-o’-shanier hat. Also killed 
were Stewart'.s agents, tlie tivo 
pilots and Bruce Borland, one of 
Jack Nicklaus’ golf course 
.designers. - - — 

Benzon said investigators hope 
10 finish recovering wreckage 
and human remains by Friday, 
when the investigation will shift 
to u detailed examination of the 
parts in a hangar in nearby 
Aberdeen. 

Planes that fly above 12,000 
feet are pressurized because 
tlie air docs not contain eiiougii 
oxygen for people to breathe 
comfortably. If a plane loses 
pressure at high altitude, those 
aboard could gradually lose 
consciousness or, in the case of 
a broken door or window seal, 
die in seconds from lack of oxy- 
gen.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - Here’s 
a switch: *'60 Minutes,” the TV 
newsmagazine that built its repu- 
tation with its pitiless, prosecuto- 
rial style, doesn't like the way it's 
being portrayed in the modia. 

C^ says the upcoming movie 
“The Insider” paints an unfair 
picture of how the show’s pro- 
ducers and stor correspondent 
Mike Wallace handled a con- 
frontoiion with the tobacco 
industry. 

Filmmakers soy "The Insider” 
takes some artistic license but is 
a faithful depiction of ivhai hap- 
pened. The movie, starring Al 
Pacino and Russell Crowe, opens 
in theaters Nov. 5. 

“The Insider” tells the story of 
former Brown 4: Williamson 
lobocco executive Jeffrey 
Wigiind, a whi.stle-blowcr who 
agreed to go on “(SO Minutes" in 
1995 «vith accusations of perjury 
and other wrongdoing by. the 
industry. 

At first, CDS caved to pressure 
from its lawyers who worried 
that B&W would sue the nerwork 
for encouraging Wigand to vio- 
late a confidentiality clause he 
signed with the tobacco compa- 
ny. A version of the segment 
without the explosive Wigand 
material ran instead. 

The full report eventually 
aired, however. 

”6() Minutes" and CBS have 
been attacking the movi£ for 
months, siglit unseen. CDS exec- 
utives have tried to get into 
advance screenings, but 
"Insider" director Nticliaoi Mann 
says he has refused to let tJicm in 
because of the network’s "unre- 
lenting" hostility toward the 
film. 

The film is being distributed 
by Disney, which oivns CBS rival

His .strongest objection is over 
u scene in which Christopher 
Plummer, who plays the news- 
man, agrees with the CDS man- 
agement decision to yank the full 
tobacco story and substitute the 
edited one. 

Wallace said he w'eni'ulong 
with the edited segment only 
when it became deer that CBS 
would not broadcast Uic Wigand 
interview. Hu said he figured 
"once wo got that on the air, 
well wait for another day.” 

“If I had caved in, I would be 
not happy to admit it, but I 
would acknowledge it,” Wallace 
said. "Tlic fact is, I fought to got 
it on the air. There was hell to 
pay around 'GO Minutes.’ 
Everybody knew how I felt," 
Former “60 hbnutes” producer 
Lowell Bergman, who is por- 
trayed by Pacino, said that 
although Wallace eventually 
championed the Wigand story, 
he did not push to get it on the 
air early on. 

"No one was happy with the 


decision,” said Bergman, who 
participated In developing "Tlie 
Insider." "But I didn’t witness 
anyone at ‘60 Minutes’ in any 
meeting saying, ‘We’re going to 
go public, we’re going to appeal 
this higher up,' and that includes 
Wallace.” 

B&W executives, who also 
have not seen “The Insider,” also 
arc concerned about fictional 
elements of the movie. In a scone 
at a golf driving range, Wigand is 
shadowed by a menacing man, 
presumably a tobocco-indusiry 
’ thug. Wigand suid that scene was 
made up for the film. 

"Which givc.s you pause if that 
never happened,” said B&W 
spokesman Mark Smith. 
"Doesn't it question the whole 
veracity of the film?" , 

CBS News President Andrew 
Heyward said the film omits 
Important details - such a.s 
Wallace's commentary at the end 
of the abridged tobacco segment, 

In which he expressed dismay 
dint the news side lost out to the 
lawyers. I 

Heyward said Bergman, who . 
ferreted out Wigand and talked 
him into the interview, tailored 
the story to make himself u hero. 

‘Td love the diance ut the end of 
my career to influence a screen- 
play in which I could cast Al 
Pacino as mo," Hoytvard said. 

Pacino disagreed, saying that 
Bergman and Wigand, played by 
Crowe, arc not glorified, and arc 
merely presented as ordinary 
people in unusual circumstances. 

As for Wallace, Pacino said; 
'Tve admired him for years. I 
think he's done some extraordi- 
nary things. I don’t think he has 
to worry about his legacy from 
this picture. I think his legacy's 
intact.”

Cassia County looks at future 
of drug prevention programs

BURLEY - Although drug 
education funding has hcun 
decreasing the last couple years, 
local officials are dclerniined to 
keep the D.A.R.E. (Drug Ahu.se' 
Re.sistancc Education) program 
ninning strong, hut not wtihoui 
making other sacrifices. 

”A.s the money dwindles, you 
have to make alieroiians in the 
way you run the pro)UTims" .said 
Janet Loveland, Cassia County 
Sdiool District's dnig education 
coordinator. 

In 1997, Ihe district's dnig edu- 
calioii progruiii received 
$143,637 in state funds from 
tobacco taxes. In 1998. that 
amount dropiied to $99,007, and 
this year fdl to $86,804. 

Funding for drug education 
programs was halved in 1995 in 
order to divert tobacco taxe.s 
toward the implementation of a 
new juvenile justice program. 
Tliis'year's drbp'cam'u 'ns a result 
of a $2 million decrease in stale 
funding for drug education pro- 


A program whose success 
greatly depends on the interac- 
tion between youth and the 
adults involved, Cassia County’.s 
D.A.R.E. program is considered 
one of the more successful pro- 
grams. Loveland .said. Cassia 
(bounty D.A.R.E. officer Kelly 
liutchin.son of the Cassia Coimly 
Siieriff’s Department won tins 
year’s Idaho D.A.R.E. Officer of 
ihe.Year Award. 

.“Kelly has done a really good 
job with the D.A.R.E. projyam," 
Ixiveland said. 

•D.A.R.E. has been under 
.scrutiny the last few years as 
critics have (iiicstimied the pro- 
gram’s effectiveness. Cassia 
County School District 
Superiniendenc Jerry Doggett 
maintains that the decrease in 
drug users may never he knmvn, 
hut the nuinher of drug users 
may not have increased, either. 

"How do you know (the nuni- 
her) would liavc^gone liiglier 
without (the ' pfograms)?" 
Doggett asked. 

Other programs have also 


experienced funding cuts. 
Money was cut from the Red 
Ribbon Week program because 
of tile belief that one-time pro- 
grams aren’t as effective as long- 
term programs, Doggett said. 
Last year the district had to 
reduce its number of “compan- 
ion" po.sitions in local schools 
from four to three and reduced a 
full-time Pn.ssibie Alternative to 
School Suspension position to 
. part-time. This year the district 
eliminated the G.R.E.A.T. (Gang 
Resistance Education and 
Training) program. 

Tlie district and county contin- 
ue Co look for alternative fund- 
ing for tlnig education and juve- 
nile justice programs. Qis.sia and - 
Minidoka counties are waiting to 
hear about a $25,000 grant that 
will be used for the Parent 
Project, a program that teaches 
parents how to deal with jiive- 
nile problems.

IDAHO FALLS - Tiie U.S. 
Forest Service plans to spend the 
next year developing manage- 
ment altcniatives for tiie 9.S mil- 
lion acres of Idaho backcountry - 
about 1.7 million acres in tlie 
Sawloolii National Forest - liiat 
President Clinton intends to put 
off liinit.s to ino.st development. 

Most of the 2.1-niilIion-acre 
SawKHitli forest already is off-lim- 
its to most development. About 
1.7 million acres of designated 
wi!dcmc.s.s. recommended wilder- 
ness, primitive or semi primitive 
areas and one small research 
area are managed as roadless 
areas. Supervisor Bill LeVere 
s.'Md. 

In addition, a portion of the 
4G0.000 roaded acres may be 
included as roadlc.ss, if liic size 
limit of 5,000 or more acres for a 
roadless area is clianged, he 
.said. 

Clinton’s propos;il is clear that 
ro.idle.ss ureas will liave im new 
roads; it is less clear on Iojy;ing

Phoebe was pretty sure the 
pheasant was there somewhere, 
just a 1-year-olcl black L:ib, I’hoeix; 
is not certain alxnil all tilings i>er- 
raining to pheasant.s yet. 

Matt Holland, regional wildlife 
biologist for the conservation 
group Pheasants Forever, watdied 
Ills young dog son out the scent. 

“Work him up, Phoebe," said 
Holland, 28, of New London, Minn. 
“Find Iiim, Phoebe.” 

Pulled along by her nose, 
Mioebe traced convoluted circles 
in the heavy grass of a federal 
Waterfowl Production Area. 
Phoebe backtracked. Holland fol- 
lowed her. Phoebe made another 
_sweeping circle around iiecmasier.. 
Holland pivoted at its center. For 
two minutes, Phoebe worked to 
sort out the .scent. 


In.sidi-; 



This micro-hunt occurred early 
Tuesday and tvould be sec against 
die backdrop of a daylong hunt in 
die Willmur area. Finally, Phoebe 
pu.shcd the rooster to the edge of 
die heavy cover, where it met the 
black earth of a harvested sugar* 
beet field. Tlic rooster had run out 
of options. 

With a clatter of winghcats, it 
powered into the sky and headed 
tvest. A single shot from Holland's 
Remington 870 dropped the roost- 
er. Phoebe picked it up. 

Holland was ec.stntic, not so 
mild) because he had a nice roost- 
er in his hunting vest, but because 
he had seen the potential of his 
pup. For a young hunter with u 
young dog, that little hunt not only 
represented the. high point of an 
October morning, it offered the 
promise of gratifying hunts for 
many Octobers to come. 

The two of us, dogs panting at 
our sides, stood there repining the 

. .. hunt. and heaping praise on 
Phoebe. That's when the second 
rooster flushed behind us. Taken 
by surprise, guns at our side, we 
offered three hasty shots at the 
escaping rooster, but he disap- 
peared over u hill flying well. 

We could only laugh, having 
been outfoxed by the bird. 

"That's pheasant hunting,' 
Holland said. “Every year, tliure 
are a couple of instances where 
you just can't believe what they 
do." 

Mo.st of the soybeans had been 
harvested, but nearly all of the 
corn remained in the field. 
Hunting grasslands, we flushed 
most of our birds early in die morn- 
ing and late in the afternoon. We 
shot two roosters and sliould have 
had rtvo more, including die bird 
that surprised us. 

^Wc-were-joined for. die after- 
noon by-Jim^Tculo/f, former presi- 
dent of the Kandiyohi County 
chapter of Pheasants Forever. 
Tetzloff doesn't mind that a lot of 
com remains standing during this 
early part of the pheasant season. 
He figures it will provide a sanctu- 
ary for the birds when hunting 
pressure is heaviest. Later, after 
the corn « doivn, diose birds will 
be concentrated in areas of heavy 
cover for local hunters who want to 
get out for a couple of hours on 
November or December after- 
noons. 

One of the plots we hunted was a 
state Wildlife Management Area 
dial had been purdiascd dirough a 
Pheasants Forever initiative. 
Somewhat lc.ss dian 80 acres, it was 
n beautiful example of upland 
cover that benefits not only phetis- 
ants, but songbirds and waterfowl 
ns well. 

Tlie area was rolling countryside 
wid) upland grasses and a wet bot- 
tomland of willows, cattails and a 
couple of sluuglts. It was bordered 
by standing com, which probably 
extiluined why we didn’t flush any 
pheasants from it early in the after- 
noon. But it's the kind of cover thnt 
will hold birds througli late fall and , 
into winter. I 

Holland spends a lot of his dme I 
working with Pheasants Forever 
chapters, which use mucli of the 
money raised at annual banquets 
to purchase and set aside good 
pheasant habitat. 

“That’s really a strength of 
Pheasants Forever," Holland said. 
"It’s right out your back door 
where you can sec if.’’

Halloween is only a few days 
away, which means we arc 
exposed to more images of bats 
, now than at any other time of 
yetir. 

Must bucs arc portrayed as 
eerie creatures that arc friends 
with witches and cohorts of Viirn- 
pires. They’re seen as messen- 
gers of evil, intent on scaring die 
daylights out ofu.s. 

So many myths and old wives’ 
talc.s surround bats that it’.s often 
hard to distinguish fact from fic- 
tion-. 

Bats arc mysterious because 
we rarely, if ever, sec them. B:«s 
arc hard to ob.servc because they

My first close encounter with 
bats came at school camp. One 
evening after a campfire pro- 
gram, we returned to our cabin 
only to be startled by dozens of 
frightened bats. 

The bats had decided to roost 
. undcr-che-cviling and-when we 
arrived, tbo tiny critters scat- 
tered into the air. I cowered in 
fright, terrified the scary-looking 
animals would become tangled 
in my hair. 

To my surprise, the bats did an 
excellent job of avoiding me ond 
my schoolmates. 

Since then I've learned chat 
• bats getting tangled in your hair 
is just another myth. 

Bats come in all sliapcs and 
sizes. The largest bat is known ns 
a Flying Fox; it weighs nearly 2 
. pounds. Tlie Kiici's hog-nosed bat 
is the smallest; it is about the 


they set off in search of food. 

Since bails are most active' 
when little light is available, 
iliey have special senses to help 
them navigate and hum. It 
wasn’t until the 1930s that scien- 
tists finally figured out how bats 
could “see" so well in the dark. 
They discovered thnt bats use a 
type of sonar known as echoloca- • 
lion. Bats constantly emit sounds 
called ultrasonic pulses. These 
. pulses, up CO 500 per second, 
travel through tho air until they 
hit an object. . 

Then the sonic pulse bounces 
off the object ond returns to the 
bat. 

Using ccholocation, bats con 
detect objects ns thin aS a human 
hair. 

Not all bats rely on ccholoca- 
tion, chough, and the phrase 
“blind os a bat” is just another 
myth. In fact, some bats have 
extremeb' good eyesight. 

For an animal so small, bats 
play an important role in balanc- 


ing nature. 

Most people know bats eat 
bugs; in fact, they are a leading 
predator of insects tlrai fly at 
night. Some bats con consume up 
to 3.000 bugs in o single night. 
Many of the insects that bats eat 
are considered annoying - partic- 
ularly mo.squituu.s and crop pesi.s, 
But bats don't just eat bugs. 
Some bats hunt fish, frogs and 
even mice. 

Others eat fruit, while .still 
others live on nectar from flow- 
ers. In so doing, lliey pollinate 
plants and scatter seeds far and 
wide. 

Although bats can fly CO mph 
and soar to 10,000 feet, they 
h.nvc little la common with birds. 
In fact, bats aren't birds at all; 
they arc the world’s only flying 
mammal. 

Just like other mammals, baby 
bats or “pups" are born alive, 
not hatched from eggs. For the 
first several weeks of their lives, 
the pups are nursed by their 
mothers - who sometimes carry 
them while flying. 

Bats don't have feailiers, 
cither. Tiieir bodies arc covered 
with fur to keep them warm and 
their wings consist of a thin 
■”n)'embriirie’’orsKirrsirctclied over 
bones. :- 

Even though we rarely see 
them, bats are all around us. 
There arc almost 1,000 differem 
species of bats, and they inhabit 
every continent except 
Antarctica. 

In Idaho, there arc 1-t known 
species of bats, and two other 
species are suspected to live 
here. 

Little Brown bats and Silver- 
haired bats are commonly found 
in southern Idaho, says Fnula 
Call, a hat specialist who used to 
work for the U.S. Bureau of Land 
Management in Shoshone.

Although it may be tempting 
to visit caves inhabited by bats, 
it can spell disaster for the bats 
themselves. 

If hats are disturbed wiiile 
hibernating, their metabolism 
increase.s as they slowly waken 
from their slumbers. This squan- 
ders their limited reserves of 
energy, which can spell starva- 
tion if they run out of body fat 
before spring. 

The best advice is to let sleep- 
ing bats hang, and then allow to 
them gobble mosquitoes all 
spring, summer and fall.

COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo. - 
There's no trailhead. No pretty 
marker. No regi.ster. No crowds. 
Heck, at some points, there’s 
barely a trail. 

And tiiat's what makes a dimb 
lip Mount Rosti so nppcalinK- 

The forested dome sits in the 
same Front RanRc that cradles 
14,n0-foor Pikes Peak, one of the 
most-hiked mountains in 
Colorado. Mount Rosa'.s 11, 499- 
foot summit affords nn equally 
hemitiful view, yet it's not nearly 
ns difficult a hike a.s Pikes Peak. 

The five-mile round-trip hike 
from n Forest Service road off 
upper Gold Camp Rond gains 
about 1,500 feet in elevation and 
takes Just a couple hours to com- 
plete. In comparison, Barr Trail 
up Pikes Peak is 12.6 miles one 
way, gains 7,258 feet and the 
a.sccnt alone takes the better port 
of a day.

Fees coulcJ cause Waho to lose 
anglers to Washington, tribal fisheries

LEWISTON - As Idaho tnakes 
.1 pilch for liighei' hunting and 
fishini: fees. Washington state 
and tile Ne/ I’erce Tribe are lur- 
ing anglers with lower prices. 

In Washington, nonresident 
aiigh-rs can purchase a 540 fish- 
ing license that allows them to 
fish for all fresh water species 
from A])ril 1 ihrongh March 31. 
The stale also sells iwo.day’non- 
rosideiii licenses that include 
sieelhead privileges for just S8, 
L.isi year, nonresident anglers 
hail to shell out Sfifi for a license 
]>lus an additional $18 to fish for 
steelheail. 

Now Washington has opted to 
simplify the license piirctiasing 
process.

\S'ashiiigion charges. for a iwo- 
day license. 

'I’he Nez Force Tribe hawks 
$2.5 nonresident sieelhead 
licenses for the imrtion of ihe 
Clearwater River that flows 
through the re.servalitm. 

If the fee increase proposed 
by the Idaho Department of Fish 
and Game wins approval from 
Ihe Legislature, tlte price for a 
nonresident license would rise to 
$68 and a ihrec-tlay salinnn and 
sieelhead permit would climb to 
S47.50, 

The price increase troubles 
Fish and Game Commissioner 
Alex Irby, who said ilie propo.sed 
rale hike might actually cause 
the deparimeni to loose mtmey 
since many Clearwater River 
angler.s would be enticed to pur- 
diase a tribal license instead. 


Others might opt to avoid the 
state all together and fish the 
Snake and Grand Ronde rivers 
in Washington. 

"We may cause ourselves to 
lose money because of that par- 
ticular issue and if we have good 
nuts, it could he significant." he 
said at a recent commission 
meeting in Boise. 

Virgil Moore, chief of the 
Idaho Departnteni of Fish and 
Game’s fislieries liureau, said he 
is concerned ahmit die large dif- 
ference between Idaho, 
Washington ami tribal license.s. 

Idaho lias some of ilie lowest 
prices for resident hunting and 
Hshing tags in the West and 
some of (he highest nonresidL-nt 
tags.

example, he saiil^ the iionresi- 
dent fishing license is priced to 
match the stale's preiiiiur irmii 
fishing.

The three-day minresideiii 
.stcelliead permit is the deptirt- 
menl’s first attempt lo market to 
oui-of-stii(e stcelliead anglers 
and may need to be altered- "It's 
just one of the things we're 
going to have to consider," 
Moore said. 

The commission is .seeking 
authority to reduce the price of 
fishing and limiting fees widimii 
legislative approval. Such power 
wmiid allow the department to 
target specific areas for 
incrca.scd harvest of big game 
imimal.s. 

But Moore said it might also 
be u.sed to make fishing fees - 
more competitive.

As part of a web of trails diat 
originates from Cheyenne 
Canyon or connects with ones 
tliat do, the Mount Rosa Trail has 
been a favorite of locals for 
decades.

It was named for a imicr. Rose 
Kingsley, an En^ish woman who 
lived in tlie area in the 1870s and 
wlio used the pen name "Rosa 
del Monte," Spanish for 
“Mouniain Rose.” 

But because (he few trails to 
Rosa's top haven’t been devel- 
oped by the U.S. Forest Sen'ice, 
they rarely are included on maps. 
Look for the mountain on the 
•Pikes Peak Allas (the updated 
version should he out soon), but 
don’t expect to see a trail marked 
on the Forest Service, Trails 
Illu.strated or Pikes Peak Trails 
Coalition maps. 

Colorado Springs map maker 
Rolwrt Houdek calls Motiiu Rosa 
"a pretty fine mouniain." He has 
hiked to its summit many times 
and believes the view is one of 
the best in the region. 

'That view is a 360-degrec dizzy- 
ing jiamirama that includes the 
south face of Pikes Peak, its 
neighbor Almagre Mountain, the 
le.sser mountains surrounding the 
massif, and the entire city 
siretdied out below to the east. 

Rosa'-s iippcal goes beyond its 
view. Its thickly forested flanks 
engulf hikers. Alpine wildflowers 
glow in pinks and blues on (he 
way up. Ami at the top, buller- 
flics and ladybug-encnisted bu.sh- 
es await observant hikers. 

The late Robert Ormes fell this 
mountain was special, too. Ormes 
and his father, Manly Ormes, 
were among the first and certain- 
ly the most well-known chroni- 
clers of hiking trails in the Pikes 
Peak region. Born in 1904, 
Robert Ormes authored the 
many versions of the Colorado 
Mouniain Club's Guide to the 
Colorndo Mountains and was 
respoti.sibic for naming many pre- 
viously Cmnamed peiTlts in iliit 
region. •

Tlio latter is sliortcr and easier. 

We’ll focus on the sliortcr ver- 
sion. i>erfect for novice lUkers or 
families or anyone who just i.sn't 
up to a 12-miIe haul. (The longer 
hike i-s described briefly below.) 

Drive (o Old Stage Road, where 
Me.-a Drive intersects it near die 
entrance to Cheyenne Mouniain 
Zoo. Once on Old Stage, which 
eventually, connect s-wiih-Gold- 
Camp Road, set your odometer. 
Drive for 12.5 miles, first on pave- 
ment, then gravel. At about nine 
miles, watch for the Wye 
Campground sign on your right, 
then the sign and parking for 
Penrose-Rosemont Reservoir. 
Condnue, and just post a (cal-col- 
ured cattle gate on the right, 
watch for a road to your right.

Comp Road and High Drive meet. 

‘Hike up Gold Camp about 1.5 
miles to die St. Mary’s Falls Trail, 
and follow that up nearly 2 miles 
to a sign indicating the falls to the 
left. Iiuicad of turning left to the 
falls, go right up a steep incline; 
stay on this trail and when you get 
to fork on a sliort descent, stay to 
the riglit - left goes to die top of 
the fails. Follow the trail up St. 
Mary’s Creek drainage for about a 
mile as the trail becomes a dou- 
ble-track. When you get to Forest 
Service Road 381, bear left, then 
make an immediate right; sltordy 
after chat, take a left at die next 
junction to Nelsons Trail. This 
wcli mainiaincd path has switch- 
bucks dtrougl) die forest and leads 
to a broad summit shoulder.

Signs of rebirth surface 19 'years after eruption

MOUNT ST. HELENS, Wasit. - 
The season's first .snows arc 
falling, llic land is going to sleep. 
And another year's renewal is at 
an end. 

Nature is working wonders 
here, reclaiming a landscape 
scarred by volcanic eruptions, 
turning the mountain and its .sur- 
rounding valleys into an outdoor 
labonitory. 

None of this could have been 
expected the morning of May 18, 
1980. That was when David A. 
Johnston, a U.S. Geological 
Survey scientist, radioed to liis 
home base: “Vancouver! 

Vancouver! lliis is iti" 

A .S. 1-magnitude earthquake 
shook the mountain. Seconds 
later, the entire north slope col- 
lapsed, unleashing the largest 
landslide in recorded history. 
Then came tlie eruption, a 10- 
megaton e.xplosion - 500 times die 
power of the atomic bomb 
dropiK-d on Ilimsliima, Japan. 

Uie destruction was immediate 
and devastating: millions of trees 
knocked down; thousands left 
standing but dead, the blast hav- 
ing sucked the life out of them; 
raging rivers swollen with mud, 
ash and debris. In tliree minutes 
156 sqtiarc miles of old-growth for- 
est were destroyed. It will take 
200 yetirs to restore it, Fifty-seven 
ireople, including Johnston, died. 

Events are being planned to 
commemorate tlie 20th aniiiver- 
saiy. Peojile will rememiHir those 
who lost ilieir lives, iliose who 
worked to save lives and repair 
the inoumain. And they will con- 
dder wbai naiiire has done. 

"It quickly became very obvi- 
ous that what (the eruption) 
leaves lieliiiid is-a lot-tif living and- 
dead biological m;iieri;il. It's not a 
dean slate,” s;iys Peter Frenzen, 
monument sdentisi for Mount St. 
Helens National Volcanic 
Monument. "Wliat is left behind 
is almost like :i lifeboiit for life 
returning to the area." 

Frenzen and other scientists 
find sonieiliing new each time

Long before white men gave 
the mountain a name, American 
Indians of the P;icific Northwest 
knew it as Law-\Ve-Lat-Klali,

gem of startling beauty. Before 
the 1980 eruption, its summit 
-Stood 9,677 feet above .sea level. It 
is now barely 8,300 feet. 

Tile tree line, once thoasamis of 
feet up the mountain, has van- 
islied, replaced by a gray, btirren 
plain of pumice hundreds of feet 
deep. Slowly, ihougli, life is 
returning to the shattered land- 
scii|)e. An entire forest is working 
in concert to' heal itself. Seeds 
blown in on the wind take root. 
Plants Iniried under .snow ami a.s!i 
emerge, some appearing three 
years after the blast. Once the 
brush grew large enough, birds 
hniml nesting places ami in turn 
left Iiehind .seeds picked up jdong 
the way. Some plants seem tailor- 
made for the mountain's pumice 
plain, Tlie bacteria in the roots of 
alder ami lupine help them pull 
nitrogen from the air.

"(Spirit Lake) was a giant hade- 
rial stew," sjiys Frenzen. "You can 
think of it as a big hacierial party 
lliat caminued until the oxygen 
was gone.” 

Methanogens. bacterial life that 
llirive on dissolved minerals, not 
oxygen, iiHik over. They surv'ii'ed 
until the lake’s nitrogen supply 
gave out. Rain, snow and spring 
nin-off eventually replenished the , 
oxygen supply, allowing the 
rcnim of plankton and other liasic 
life forms. Within eight or nine 
years, the trout were back. 
Scientists believe they might he 
the descendants of fish' that sur- 
vived under Ice on lakes higlier ii|) 
in die mountains. 


Inside the cratur, a lava dome 
huili by 17 small eruptions rises 
nearly 900 feet. Behind die dome, 
a glacier seems to be forming in 
the shadows cast by the voi&ino's 
rim.

'Hie Ic.ssons 
learned from Mount St. Helens 
have saved lives, most notably 
during tile 1991 eruption of 
Mount Pinaiubu in tlie 
Philippines.

Losing 
investor 
wins ease

SALT LAKE CITY - A novice 
investor who Io.st nearly 5160.000 
while trading through First 
Security Inve.stor Services has 
won a 570,000 award from the 
brokerage. 

Dorenc Nulph, then 37, was 
newly divorced with little work 
experience and no investing 
experience when she opened an 
account at FSIS in 1995. Nulph 
and her attorney, Randall R. 
Hcincr. contended FSIS became 
aware she was investing impru- < 
dcntly and had a duty to step in 
and hall her trading or offer her 
advice. ' 

FSIS - which also operates In 
the Magic Valley - argued Nulpl! 
had chosen a discount account, 
which she acknotylcdged did not 
include Investment guidance, 

An arbitration panel of the 
National Associorion of 
Securities Dealers sided with 
Nulph. and ordered FSIS to pay 
her 570,000. FSIS, a subsidiary of 
First Security Dank, appealed to 
Utah’s federal court. 

Chief U.S. District Judge 
David Slim upheld the nrbitro' 
cion decision this month, and 
signed 0 judgment lust week 
awarding Nulph an additional 
56,400 in interest. FSIS said 
Tuesday it will not appeal Sam’s 
ruling. 

FSIS attorney Robert Tiiorup 
calls the case "im iibemition." 

Hviner said the ruling puts dis- 
count brokerages on notice they 
have a duty "to not let (cus- 
tomers) commit financial sui- 
cide."

She did not know, 
die difference between a full-ser- 
vice and discount account, and 
die terms were not explained to 
her by FSIS, he said. 

Nulph made about 100 trades 
in 14 mondis, relying on invest- 
ment tips offered by Internet 
chat groups, court documents 
said. She would place orders ivith 
FSIS staff, then panic and sell 
within hours or days, Hcincr 

said. . 

FSIS staff knew she was dis- 
tressed because she cried or 
spoke in a' broken voice while 
placing orders, he said. She tesd- 
fied she heard employees laugh 
nt her or say, "It’s that woman 
ogoln,” when she called. ' 

FSIS could have flogged Her 
account as an inexperienced 
investor, and refused her trades 
or offered her a full-service 
occount'when her "irrational" 
trading became obvious, he said.

West led his diamond six, and 
when East put up his jack. South 
correctly ducked. However, when 
East continued with the nine; Vulnerable; North-South 
South covered with his queen. He Dealer South 
was confident that West would 
win and clear the suit. 

West, who had been around the 
track a few times, knew he could 
not gain by winning his ace and 
clearing the suit. What would he 
use as an entry to his good dia- 
monds? So West turned the tables 
and made a duck of his own. 

South was now in serious dan- 
ger. He could not make his game 
without the club suit, and when 
East won his king, a diamond re- 
turn through South's K-7 netted 
the defenders five tricks. 

How does South ensure his 
game? He should not only duck 
East's diamond jack, but also 
refuse to cover East's nine. W^cn 
East continues with a third dia- 
mond, West must win his ace or 
lose it, and South's only other los- 
er is the club king. 

What if East had another “hid- 
den" diamond? Then South would
